New Building Inspector 

The City Council recently approved on a temporary 
basis the part-time employment of a building inspector 
from Los Angeles County. 

The inspector Paul Holderman. is already working 
here 20 hours per week. So far, there have been no com¬ 
plaints, altliough a number of important questions have 
arisen, questions which, via City Hall, we will attempt to 
answer. 

Mo.st of the questions concern money (will it cost us 
more?) what type of service will the new inspector provide 
and why can't we handle our own responsibilities? Arc we 
admitting that mammoth Los Angeles County can do a 
better job tlian tiny Sierra Madre? 

Presently, Mr. Holderman, working 20 hours a week, 
is costing Sierra Madre less than did our own I. B. Faulk¬ 
ner, who put in a full 40-hour week. 

The County of Los Angeles is paid $4.65 an hour for 
Mr. Holderman’s services and assumes all incidental costs, 
such as book work and gasoline. This amounts to $93 a 
week. Mr, Faulkner made a total of $494 a month, or $114 
a week. 

There is little doubt, though, that when our demand 
for building inspection becomes heavier, Mr. Holderman 
W'ill have to work longer hours and con.sequently Sierra 
Madre will pay nearly twdce as much as it formerly did. 

Although the basic fee for county services is higher, 
city officials believe we well be getting more for our 
money. They point out, also, that the inspector is paid from 
bulding fees and that any money left over will go to 
the city. 

Mr. Holderman is qualified to inspect buildings, elec¬ 
trical work and plumbing. If a complicated problem comes 
up, the county would supply an expert at no extra cost. 
Formerly we had to pay more for additional help. 

It seems we are admitting that Los Angeles County 
can do a bettor job than Sierra Madre. We could, of course, 
increase the rate and hire our own building inspector. 
Perhaps if the pay were comparaldo to other cities, ho 
would .stay hero. 

Mr. B'aulkncr, it will be recalled, left Sierra Madre to 
take a similar job with the City of Los .\ngeles at a much 
higher salary. 

City officials point out, though, thar tiro piarsent .setup 
is only temporary and can be abandoned at the end of this 
fiscal year (June, 195S). 

Our new building inspector, like Mr. Faulkner, will 
also have to be thoroughly familiar with our zoning laws. 
Ho could not, for example, issue a building permit if he 
discovered our zoning laws were being ignored. 

So far as inspeclion itself, Mr. Holderman will follow 
the Los Angeles County Building Code, which wo have 
been observing in Sierra Madre for many years. 

The City Council is now in the process of adopting a 
new county building code which contains .some revisions. 

The County Code presumably covers problems which 
may be peculiar to this city, such as cesspools, septic tanks 
and mountainside developments. Several other foothill 
cities, such as Altadena and Azusa, u.se the county inspec¬ 
tion service and apparently are fully satisfied. 

Whether we will be served well, whether the county 
inspector uses di.scretion in his enforcement of building 
laws, can be answered only with the passage of time.— 
H.W.E.

Dear Sir: 

Well, it has happened! A 
man called the hou.se today 
and told me he had to throw 
out the Boeuf a la Flamande
